He will take the 
oath of office about noon, and at the meeting 
of the Council tonight will be formally in- 
ducted into the position his fellow-citizens 
elected him to by the largest majority ever 
given the city’s Chief Magistrate. The cere- 
mony will be interesting because of the re- 
forms it immediately precedes, and because 
it marks the retirement to private life of

PUNCTURED HIS FRIEND'S BRAIN. 


Peculiar and Fatal Accident in a Fencing 
Contest in New Orleans. 

New Oreans, La., April 17.—[Special.}— 
A singular and fatal accident occurred about 
1 o’clock this morning at the Cercle de 
Grandissime, a Creole fencing-club. The club 
gave a supper at which liquors flowed free- 
ly. After the supper John T. Fernandez and 
Henry Bernard picked up a pair of foils and 
began fencing. Bernard, becoming excited, 

at Fernandez, who 
parried, and in ing so the point 
of Bernard’s weapon entered Fernandez’s 
eye. Very little blood was visible and the 
wound appeared very event, and it was not 
until 2 o’clock, when b began to flow 
freely and Fernandez complained of the ter- 
rible pain, that his companions became 
alarmed. They secured a cab and drove 
Fernandez to a hotel, but he had meantime 
become insensible and he died at about4 
o’clock. The Coroner’s autopsy showed that 
the point of the weapon had entered one-half 


an inch below the left eye, pierc- 
ing the optical bones and, passing 
through the base of the brain, 


causing internal bleeding and death. Fer- 
nandez was a large, handsome man, while 
Bernard is frail and undersized. They were 
intimate friends and almost inseparable com- 
panions. Bernard, as soon as he saw the eyes 
of his friend closed in death, surrendered to 
the police and is held on a charge of murder. 
An inspection of the weapons shows that the 
button of Bernard’s foil had been broken off 
by Fernandez’s more powerful stroke. 


THE WIND-SWEPT DISTRICT. 


A Scene of Ruin in the Path of the Ohio 
Cyclone, 

Wueetine, W. Va., April 17.—All day to- 
day the sound of the saw and hammer broke 
the stillness of the Sabbath in the cyclone- 
wrecked towns of Martin's Ferry and St.

ALARM IN NAVAL CIRCLES | 


ENGLAND’S THREATENING ATTITUDE 
TOWARD VENEZUELA. 


The British 
Bonds Due by the Little Republic May 
Lead to a Disturbance of Friendly Ke- 
lations—Capt, Selfridge Demands a Trial 
for His Dismissal—Reforms in the Bu- 
reau—A Cadet Expelled for Hazing. 

Wasmxarox, D. C., April 17.— [Special. — 
England’s vigorous policy toward two or 
three of the small American Republics has 
created a good deal of concern in the naval 
service, as it seems to be fraught with possi- 
bilities which may easily involve this Govern- 
ment. A few days ago the lion was roarmg

The United States has the celebrated Ven- 
ezuela claim to look after, and in case England 
should undertake to carry out its program of 
confiscation it will undoubtedly be mcum- 
bent upon this Government to take an active 
hand in the game. The question of the fraud-

The duty of the United States under the cir- 
cumstances in the Venezuelan matter is a 
delicate question. An experienced naval 
officer says that Government cannot 
afford to go to war, or to put itself in the 
way of becoming embroiled in war, on 
account of a claim that is notoriously fraudu- 
lent. Yet he says that there was probably 
an honest dollar out of five in the award of 
the Caraccas arbitration, and it is a ques- 
tion whether this Government is not bound 
by its duty to its citizens to throw itself into 
the breach for the four dishonest dollars be- 
cause the honest dollar is bound up with the 
four. When the present Venezuelan Presi- 
= Gen. Guzman Blanco, through 
London last year as a diplomatic representa- 
tive of his little Republic on his way to Paris 
to hobnob with Count de Lesseps and formu- 
late their joint scheme for the overthrow of 
the Costa Rican power and the delivery of 
the Panama Cunal into the hands of the 
Freneh Government he was sharply dunned 
by the financial nts of the British 
enezuelan bondholders. He could give 
them no satisfaction, as the entire 
revenue of Venezuela is absorbed by the cur- 
rent expenses of the Government and credit- 
ors stand but little show. The recent blus- 
tering of John Bull toward the Blanco Gov- 
ernment is the direct result of Blanco’s un- 
satisfactory conduct while in London. If 
carried to an extreme by Great Britain this 
is ntly a row which will involve a 
number of f es. It is believed here that 
the purpose of Great Britain is to incorporate 
Venezueia with the British Guinea protec- 
torate—in other words, to gobble up the 
Venezuelan Republic as the price of the debt. 
Secretary Whitney’s recent order to the 
various chiefs of naval bureaus, requiring 
them to submit to him estimates for supplies 
to be purchased for the use of their respect- 
ive bureaus during the coming fiscal year, is 
the first practical step in his scheme to reor- 
ganize and concentrate the business of pur- 
chasing supplies for the navy. it is Mr. 
Whitney’s purpose to refer these estimates 
to the Naval rd of Inventory, of which 
Capt. Richard W. Meade is President, for the 
pu of allotting stores and material al- 
re on band in one bureau to any other 
bureau which may happen to n them. 
Under the bureau system there has been a 
great accumulation of stores in certain bu- 
reaus which are needed in other bureaus, 
but which could not be transferred. The re- 
sultis that these accumulations, which ae 
costly naval supplies, have been carrtfed 
along from year to year, and the same 
articles were pure in the open 
market or from contractors for the use 
of other bureaus. This is an evil which Sec- 
retary Whitney is endeavoring to correct, 
and it looks now as if he were in a fair way 
to accomplish it. Thereis no telling what 
the saving will be, but it is likely to foot up 
anything short of a half million of dollars. 
This is the course which the British admir- 
alty found it necessary to pursue fifteen 
years „ when the bureau system of the 
world’s model navy was wiped out. It is not 
a little remarkable that the United States 
navy from its earhest history has kept pace 
with the British navy in its successive 
changes of methods of administration—for 
instance, soon after the War of 1812, and 
partly as a result of that unfortunate war 
to the British wag came the 
Commissioners’ system. e merit of this 
system was quickly recognized, and it was 
adopted here within three or four years. 
After fifteen or twenty years England adopt- 
ed the bureau system, and within a few years 
the same system was adopted for the Amer- 
ican navy.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The feeling of last week in the financial 
and commercial world was much unsettled, 
but the volume of business transactions 
shows an e increase, which 
augurs well for the future. In mercantile as 
in produce circles the measure of activity in 
the recent past has largely depended on the 
new law for the regulation of inter-State 
commerce, or, rather, on the constructions 
which have been placed upon it by other 
than the Commissioners who are charged 
with the duty of interpreting it. For 
two or three weeks there was a rush of 
produce and merchandise along the prin- 
cipal lines of railroad, as buyers feared 
that much higher freight rates would 
be exacted after the date fixed 
for the law to go into force. Asa conse- 
quence, not a few dealers became fully sup- 
plied during that time, some of them for 
weeks in advance of probable requirements, 
and the natural result was a slackening off, 
with the expectation that business in whole- 
sale circles would relapse into dullness. But 
the mercantile public is agreeably disappoint- 
ed; it is beginning to understand the changes 
and compensations which are involved in the 
new order of things, and accommodating 
itself thereto, while it is also discovering that 
there was no such overdoing of. freighting as 
had been feared. In other words, it is now 
known that the hands of interior merchants 
were far from being filled up beyond the ne- 
cessity of taking in new supplies, and large 
ones at that. The fact is that the more active 
stocking up by interior dealers was accompa- 
nied by a decided augment in the demand on 
them by consumers, and stocks on the whole 
are not large. Hence the last week witnessed 
a perceptible revival in the demand for 
goods of nearly all descriptions, and there 
was a fair volume of business with a general 
maintenance of previously quoted values. 
Dry goods show a slight advance in some in- 
stances, and groceries are higher as well as 
more active than at this date in any one of 
several precéding years. Lumber has ruled 
quiet, the strikes unsettling the resolution of 
some intending buyers, and most of them 
were disposed to wait for the opening of the 
cargo market in this city, which is expected 
to occur tomorrow. Retail trade, both in city 
and country, is good, and expectea to con- 
tinue so, as individual buyers are in better 
circumstances than usual. Manufacturing 
operations in the cities and railroad building 
in the country are active enough to make the 
mechanic class large consumers, and the 
farmer is obtaining higher prices for his 
produce than the average of the last three 
years, which renders him better able to buy 
the wares that are distributed from the 
er These facts form abundant reason 

or a persistence of present activy- 
ity in retail lines during the remainder of 
the year.

This 
involves direct employment to many thou- 
sands of workers in iron and wood, besides 
giving an impetus to manufacturing opera- 
tions in general. In these Chicago will take 
its full share unless prevented by unwise 
attempts to force the local wage-scale too far 
above the general level. The settlement of 
the carpenters’ strike in this city has given a 
little more steadiness to the buiiding out- 
look, but it is not improbable that the in- 
creased cost of construction caused by this 
ana strikes among other workers will cur- 
tail expenditure in that direction, especially 
as the supply of both offices and residences 
is more nearly equal to the demand than has 
been the recent rule in Chicago. The boom 
that is now m progress at several other 


places is drawing from us some workers as 


well as capital, which fact tends to lessen the 
pressure for residence room that has so often 
marked the last half of April. Still, this 
class of property is steady, and business 
rents are firm, some owners finding the lat- 
ter part of the situation to be much stronger 
than they dared to hope a month ago. 
Trading in stocks was not active last week, 
being mostly confined to specialties and fan- 
cies. The attention of many men who are 
usually customers of Wall street has been 
concentrated on speculative investments in 
the many places West and Southwest which 
are now passing through the fever stage of 
excitement that is called a “boom.” There 
is, however, more disposition in this city to 
operate in local securities for investment. 
The Chicago wheat market has ranged five 
cents per busnel higher than others in the 
West for next month’s delivery, owing to 
some fears of a corner, and that has cut off 
the possibility of an export movement on the 
cash basis, while hog products are apparently 
held too high for any but a special line of 
trading. There is thus a partial gorge in 


the produce business at this point, and the 


locking up of some forty millions of dol- 
Jars in carrying it here and at other 
places in the West has done a great deal to- 
wards giving us the tight money market 
about which so much is said in business 
circles. But this lock cannot long continue. 
The season of lake navigation will open with- 
in a few days from now and let loose a large 
volume of the cereals which have been for 
months awaiting the opportunity to reach 
the seaboard by the comparatively cheap 
water route. Itis not improbable that with 
this event will disappear the much threat- 
ened blockade in storage room in this city, 
and with it at least a vart of the price in- 
equalities above noted. The result should be 
an easier money market, but the promised 
activity in manufactures and other merchan- 
dise will scarcely admit of low rates for the 
use of money during the summer season. 


THE CHANGE OF VENUE PETITION. 

Judge Tuley will be called on this morning 
to decide the petition made by the attorneys 
for W. J. McGarigle and Edward McDonald 
for a change of venue from this county in the 
case of their clients indicted for conspiracy 
to defraud the county. 

It is noticeable in connection with the 
affidavits supporting the application for a 
change that a large number of them are 
made by intimate friends and associates of 
the indicted Commissioners, ex-Commissiou- 
ers, and contractors. A well-known saloon- 
keeper who supplied -tiquors to the county is 
one of the affidavit-makers, a contracting 
wagon manufacturer for the county is an- 
other, a brother-in-law of a County Commis- 
sioner figures also, and the relatives of sev- 
eral county employés. About one-third of 
the affidavits seem to have been made by 
„Buck McCarthy’s friends or neighbors 
in the Stock-Yards district and Chris“ 
Geils’ friends at Desplaines and Arlington 
Heights. These are facts which will doubt- 
less be set forth by the prosecuting attorneys, 
who will file counter-affidavits today. 

As to the general charge of prejudice made 
against the citizens of Cook County by Mc 
Garigle, there is little reason to believe that 
such prejudice exists. The people of the 
county do not approve of stealing and are 
anxious that thieves and conspirators shall 
be punished, but they are desirous of accord- 
ing a fair trial to every man charged with 
guilt. Indeed, in the case of McGarigle there 
is a tendency to sympathize with him on ac- 
count of his present troubles. Unless the 
evidence is strong enough to convict him of 
the charge made he will be acquitted. The 
fact that the public press charged and proved 
that there was corruption in the management 
of the county affairs is beside the question. 
Mr. McGarigle was not charged witn the 
fraud personally. If the press charges are 
not sustained by the evidence it will redound 
to the benefit of the defendants. They will 
benefit by the reaction in public sentiment 
consequent on such an event. 

Under the law “the Judge may grant or 
deny the petition [for change of venue] as 
shall appear to be according to the rights of 


the case, and there is little doubt that Judge 


Tuley will decide to deny it. The points of 
the petition are not well taken. The intimate 
relations between the indicted Commission- 
ers and many of the affidavit-makers will be 
shown, and it would be a serious inconven- 
ience besides to change the venue to another 


county where all the witnesses, mostly resi- 


dents of Chicago, would have to attend dur- 
ing the trial. The public is impatient of de- 
lay in the vindication of innocence. It is ab- 
surd to suppose that in this great cosmopoli- 
tan, liberal-minded, intelligent, and tolerant 
City of Chicago twelve men cannot be found 

who, as the peers of McGarigle and McDon- 
ald, will not patiently listen to the evidence 
for and against and decide accordingly. It 
18, we fear, because some of the defendants 
do not desire justice that this petition fora 
change of venue is so urgently pressed. 


PASS THE JURY COMMISSIONERS BILL. 


The petition of the Union League ad- 


dressed to the State Legislature to pass the 
Gibbs Jary Commission bill, with the emer- 
gency clause, should be promptly responded 
to. The measure is now on its third reading 
in the House, and Senator Gibbs, its author, 
has advanced it to the same stage in the Sen- 
ate. To add the emergency clause will be a 
simple matter if the members of the Legisla- 
ture are made thoroughly to understand the 
situation. 

According to the present law the County 
Commissioners select the names of the per- 
sons from whom the panel for the Criminal 
Court is selected. Seven of the Commis- 
sioners—to-wit: McCarthy, Wren, Klehm, 
Geils, Casselman, Oliver, and McClaughry— 
are under indictment. The seven men, 
with the aid of Mr. Fortune—a weak, easily- 
bamboozled member of the board—control 
the actions of that body. The jurors are 
selected under the supervision of this ma- 
jority. The son of a Commissioner, who is 
under nineteen indictments and against 
whom others are threatened, is ene of the 
jury clerks; the son of one of the county em- 
ployés, a creature of the majority, is another. 


the majority of the board for several years 
have been of so suspicious a character that 
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lected by the majority of the Commissioners 
will be above suspicion. It is not likely that 
some of the men under from nine to twenty- 


six indictments have failed to direct their 


appointees to select a few friends who might 
help them out on the day of trial. 

Moreover,’ it is a well-known fact that for 
years the petit jurors-selected by the Com- 
missioners have as à rule been inferior. 
The bill providing for the Jury Commis- 
sion called for by Senator Gibbs was 
drawn up on account of complaints against 
such inferiority. Judges, lawyers, and 
clients clamored for it. The public press 
demanded it largely because there was a 
prospect that public thieves would be brought 
to justice, and when that should come to 
pass there should bea jury of honest men 
selected from a fair and honest panel. Now 
that over a score of public servants and 
more than a score of accomplices are 
to. be tried, we ought to, have a 
fair jury selected. The provisions of 
the Jury Commissioners bill insures 
such a fair selection, and it should be passed 
into lawatonce, There ought to be no de- 
lay about it. It is not a question of politics. 
There is no politics among thieves. Their 
only creed is plunder. Itso happens that of 
the seven indicted Commissioners five call 
themselves Republicans, while of the four 
leading officials under indictment three call 
themselves Democrats. The Chicago delega- 
tion is almost unanimously in favor of the 
bill. If it is passed this week, with the 
emergency clause, it will be immediately 
signed by the Governor, and the three Com- 
missioners under the bill can be selected by 
the Judges of Cook County and enter on 
the selection of the May panel. It is 
now morally certain that only two or three 
of the indicted persons will come up for 
trial before the May panel will go into opera- 
tion. The need of urgency with the measure 
is apparent. It ought, to be passed into law 
this week. It will be if the Cook County 
members attend to their duties. 


A MUGWUMP INTERVIEW. 

Itis now Mr. Cleveland’s turn to cry out 
for deliverance from his friends. If the in- 
terview with George William Curtis, pub- 
lished originally in the Cincinnati Zaquirer, 
is not a work of fiction, the recognized leader 
of the mugwumps is either a fool friend 
or a false friend. He professes to be satis- 
fied with Mr. Cleveland. If not quite a 
President after his own heart, Cleveland has 
done fully as well as could have been ex- 
pected, considering that the Democracy was 
behind him hungering and thirsting for 
patronage. No word of reproof was dropped, 
no notice taken of the fact that in spite of 
the famous Curtis letter nearly every officer 
of what is known as the Presidential grade 
has been removed, and in almost every case 
for political reasons only. Curtis’ words 
have the smoothness of oil from beginning 
to end, But, taken as a whole, the unmis- 
takable meaning of the interview is simply 
this: Neither Mr. Cleveland nor any other 
Democrat can be elected President in 1888, 
while almost any Republican can be, espe- 
cially Mr. Blaine. Mr. Sherman might en- 
counter some difficulty, but if the convention 
were to be held now the Maine statesman 
would surely be nominated and almost as 
surely be elected. 

There is here wide room for speculation. Is 


Mr. Curtis taking this way to make amends for 


the injustice he did the Republican party and 
its ticket three years ago? Was it against 
his own will that he arrayed himself in 1884 
with the Democracy; and, fearing that he 
may be put in a false position again, does he 
take time by the foreiock to get in a few tell- 
ing blows for the party whose success he 
secretly desires and for the candidate he so 
wantonlyabused? A good deal might be said 
in support of this theory. From his youth up 
Mr. Curtis was an ardent Republican. His 
early bent was toward literature as a fine 
art, but he came to have such a profound in- 
terest in the success of the principles of 
Republicanism that Lotus-Eating and the 
writing of Potiphar Papers“ were aban- 
doned for the more practical and really higher 
labors of a journalist.

In fact, it is interest- 
ing to think that he occupies in American pol- 
itics the same position from which he viewed the 
House of Commons; he sits in the Strangers’ 
Gallery of the Democratic party. Mr. Cleve- 
land gave him a seat there, and thence, unknown 
to most, he looks down upon the party. 

Among other occupants of the Strangers’ Gal- 
lery we notice the Hon. William C. Endicott of 
Salem. To him, too, most of the Democrats are 
unknown, but by the courtesy of Mr. Cleveland 
he is able to. look down upon the Democracy. 
He is an ornament to the gallery, so dignified is 
his mien and so reserved his demeanor. He 
fails, however, to take any deep interest in the 
proceedings. It might be thought that this was 
a trifle discourteous and ungrateful, but we may 
be sure that an Endicott knows what is becom- 


It is not very long since Grover Cleveland was 
himself in the Strangers’ Gallery, not knowing 
and not known. Now he has the floor, and some- 
times it seems as if he didn't know what to do 
with it. 


The Council Committees. 

While the Aldermanic committees as printed 
in yesterday's TRIBUNE are moderately good, 
there are a few spots in which improvement 
could be made. The new Finance Committee, 
with Wetherell at the head and Manierre, Dixon, 
and Cullerton as members, is probably as good a 
committee as could be presented with the hope 
of adoption. The Gas Committee is also fairly 
manned, though a better member than Carney 
might have been selected for a place on it. 
Manierre, Clarke, Wheeler, and McGregor will 
care for the city’s interests, however, as far as 
the gas companies are concerned. It was a mis- 
take to put Colvin on the Railroad Com- 
mittee again. During the last year Col- 
vin never joined in a good recommendation 
concerning the railroad companies, and never 
voted right on any proposition or ordinance af- 
fecting them. The members of the sub-commit- 
tee must have known this. Colvin ought to be 
changed from the Railroad Committee to one 
where he would be less mischievous. The Ju- 
diciary Committee, with Kerr appropriately at 
the head and Hamline also a member, could not 
be well improved upon. 

The Health Committee is the worst one of the 


lot. It is almost wholly bad. This will probably 


be an important committee during the next year, 
as the abuses of the Health Department are no- 
torious and must to a great extent be remedied 
by ordinances which wil be referred to that com- 
mittee. Commissioner De Wolf is on record as 
saying that with a proper reform in the scavenger 
branch alone $75,000 per annum could be saved. 
To place on the committee such notorious friends 
of the cormorant scavengers as Weber, Yore, 
and Whelan would be worse than a blunder.

THE USUAL TALK OF WAR. 


A Difference of Opinion in the German Capi- 
_ tal—Various Rumors. 

Bern, April 16.—[Copyright, 1887, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—Berlin has been so 
quiet during the last week that for lack of 
domestic news some of the foreign papers 
which in February represented the Kaiser as 
near death are now making attempts to kill 
off the Crown Prince. In politics also the 
Berliners have begun to domesticate Paris 
and Vienna gossip. There is a rumor of an 
alliance between Russia, Italv, and 
Germany, to the exclusion of Aus- 
tria, but in well-informed circles it 
is laughed at as too improbable even for ac- 
— — as an April 1 joke. That Austria is 
to have Bulgaria is another bit of tame gossi 
which has interested cafés and amu 
statesmen. German statesmen are for the 
moment too modest to claim the power of 
disposing of other people's property in such 
au off-hand way as this rumor would seem to 


imply. Besides, it is quite generally acknowl- ' 


edged that Russia, which shows such inter- 
estin the Eastern question, perhaps might 
dispute the will even of Germany in 
this matter. In discussing such rumors 
one is struck this week with the pessimistic 
view taken by well-informed circles of the 
present political situauon. One gentleman 
said that the talks with Ignatief and other 
fiery anti-Germans show nothing simply be- 
cause nothing can increase the Russian feel- 
ing against Ter The situation really 
remains precise e same as when Bis- 
marck made his first great septennate speech 
in the Reichstag. The Prince warned Ger- 
many of the necessity of being prepared for 
the worst. It is said that the meeting of the 
Reichstag will end the period of confidence 
which has been felt in Germany since the 
elections. It would not be at all 
surprising if the reaction toward a panic 
brought many rumors of war into existence 
during the next month.

BLOODSHED IN TONGA ISLAND. 


The Attempted Assasination of Premier 
Baker Leads to a Legal Massacre. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 17.—Advices re- 
ceived from Sydney by the steamer Mariposa 
give the latest particulars regarding the at- 
tempted assasination of Premier Baker of 
Tonga Island by converted Wesleyan natives. 
The correspondent of the Sydney Herald at 
Suva, Fiji Islands, writes under date of Feb. 
17 that Baker believed the attack on 
him was meant to be an organized 
conspiracy of the Wesleyans to overturn 
the Government. He sent for soldiers and a 
_— number of indiscriminate arrests were 
made. Baker put the prisoners through the 
form ot a trial, condemned them to death, 
and they were exeeuted the same 
night. Before the executions were carried 
out the British Acting Vice-Consul, W. E. 
Giles, used the utmost exertions stop 
them. Things were wing quieter when 
the newly- — ice-Consul, R. B. Leefe, 
arrived at onga, and after an inquiry 
decided that he had no power to in- 
terfere. The storm again burst forth witn 
redoubled fury. The Wesleyan Mission 
8 was invaded by an armed mob, who 
brutally beat the Wesleyans and wrecked 
their houses. Mr. Leefe was again appealed 
to, but n refused to intercede. Among 
six of the earliest of those condemned to 
death was an ordained Wesleyan minister, 
David Finan, a man of the highest position 
and repute. Six executions were to take 
place the day after the departure of the 
steamer which brought the above news to 
Suva, Fiji Islands, and thirty more the day 
following.

Remarkable Departures from the Styles of 
the Last Five Years—Fancy Goods Su- 
perseding the Planer Article—Some 
Striking Business Suite—The Furor for 
Fancy Vestse—Wane of the Prince Albert 
Coat—The Styles in Hats, Canes, and 
Gloves. 

New York Sun: This is going to be a gen- 


son remarkable for a departure from the 


conventional styles of the last five years, 
during which time men have been wearing 
materials of the quieter designs. The nota- 
ble feature of this year’s styles will be an in- 
crease in the number of fancy goods worn. 
For the last season or two, urged by their 
tailors, men have been showing an inciina- 
tion to dress, so to speak, more strikingly. It 
seems apparent that they will go on in this 
direction until, perhaps, the rage for uncon- 
ventional clothes will be as marked as was 
the demand for loud styles in the never- 
to-be-forgotten days of the big plaids. The 
tailors say that last season really marked the 
beginning of this change. They used a great 
many fancy goods, plaids, stripes, etc., then, 
and this year they are putting in bigger 
stocks of the same lines. | 

It is expected that enough business or 
morning suits will be turned out to use up ali 
the fancy goods on the tailors’ counters. 
They will be made of various plaids and 
stripes, the government of the selection of 
course being guided chiefly b 
figure of the buyer. The well-dressed short 
man will wear a striped morning suit; the 
tall man will most becomingly attire himself 
in a plaid. In the 1 suitings or woolen 
goods, from which the morning costume is 
both plaids and stripes are well 
marked and of a size, and they runina 
variety of colors, in which the predominating 
shade seems to be brown, though there are a 
great many dark and Scotch grays, grayish 
prowns, reddish browns, etc. 

In the make-up of the business suit the 
sack coat and the three-button cutaway are 
retained in their general features, though 
when made in the more pronounced plaids 
the sack is considered the nattier garment, 
The three-button cutaway buttons even low- 
er than heretofore. The waist has been 
lengthened a little, without mo | any 
additional length on the skirt, and thus 
for the coat a shorter look is obtained, 
though in reality it is of about the 
same length. It should be made to fit closely 
to the figure, but not to anything like the ex- 
treme extent of the last two or three years. 
The desire on the part of extremists in dress 
to get a very low opening coat has brought 
out a new style, the two-button cutaway, 
which is likely to be seen considerably among 
the very swell element.

The Uprising at the North Carolina Peni- 


tentiary Ended. 

RALRTon, N. C., April 17.—[Special.]—Ex- 
citement over the convicts’ mutiny ran high 
here all last night and this morning. Troops 
entered the penitentiary about 9 o’clock last 
night and remained all night. The gas being 
out owing to ah accident to the main the 
place was in darkness, thus greatly compli- 
cating the situation. At that hour 250 con- 
victs were in cells save about sixty, all of 
whom were negroes. These tore up part of 
a brick pavement of a cell corridor, but made 
no attempt at an attack. At midnight the 
gas was again turned on and the 
great building was illuminated. No further 
attempt to force the convicts into the 
cells was made. The mutineers assembled in 
the corridor and swore and shouted. This 
morning they went into al room known 
as the nday-school room. e riot alarm 
was given in the city, and more white troops 
went out to the penitentiary, while the col- 
ored company was assembled at the armor 
in readiness for call. The convicts wav 
from the windows of the prison, 
which were observed by hundreds of persons
